We river which bears his name, it t? 
well known that, nearly a cenmry IIP 
fore Hndson*s successful exploration- 
John da Yerrazano. a FIcrenjine. en 
tered tbe mouth of the Hudson and re- 
ported that he bad passed up the riv«*r 
about a league in a boat, uoi vsntnriir: 
to snit bis vessel, tbe Dauphine. up z 
river with which be was unfamiliar 
A sudden squall impelled him to re 
turn to his ship. Verrazano called the 
Hudson "the river of steep bills." This 
was in 1KJ4. Some years Inter Vcrra- 
zano's brother made a nap of the re- 
gion, and be named the month of the 
Hudson "San Cernjano." 


In 1325 a Spaniard named Gonwz. 


who came to America on nn exploring 
trip, made a chart upon which be des- 
ignated the Hodsdri as "San Antonio."
